PRESIDENT S 
REPORT 


This will be my last President's 
report as I shall not be standing for 
election again; it seems a long time 
since writing my first report and much 
has happened to PSSA since then, not 
the least being the advent of Tele- 
vision, that monocular ogre, and the 
recession and inflation. Photography 
has taken a serious knock but PSSA 

has succeeded in weathering the 

storm so far, and I see no reason why 
we won't continue to do so. Unfor- 
tunately about ten of our clubs were 
not able to withstand the onslaught 
but our individual membership is 
growing - 20 new members alone last 
month. 


Last year's Congress in Johannesburg 
was enjoyed by a large number of 
people, some lectures filling the 
large hall. Harold Nackan and his 
handful of assistants did wonders to 
have everything dovetailing as well 
as it did. There were notable 
lectures by overseas and local 
experts but the highlight for me was 
the unassuming but devastating com- 
petence of Freeman Patterson. 
Another highlight was presenting 

the APSSA award to Dale Yudelman, the 
youngest ever recipient and having 
his father, also an honours holder, 
do the actual presentation. 


As for last year many of the same 
names appear in my report to members. 
How can I describe how much work 

Rudj Erasmus has put in both as Chair- 
man of the Executive and also as 
Chairman of the new Diaporama section 
and if this wasn't enough for one man 
he also acted as Regional Representa- 
tive Chairman. I had thought that I 
did as much in one day as anyone, but 
Rudi makes me feel as if I were Rip 
van Winkel - his energy is unbounded. 
Andre du Toit again has been a tower 
of strength in the Motion Picture 
Division. He is so full of enthu- 
siasm that even after being in the 
chair for almost 2 years he is still 
coming up with new ideas and startling 
innovations. Barrie Wilkins has 
taken over the "hot-seat", fortunately 
it seems to be tailor-made for him, 
he is having record entries for 
honours and in spite of many diffi- 
culties is producing the results. 
Detlef Basel is ruling the salon 
circuit with a rod of iron, control- 
ling the circuit so that it now runs 
like clockwork. We notice an 
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appreciable increase in numbers 
entering Salons due, in the main, to 
Detlef's tight control. The Impala 
Trophy should make the Salon Circuit 
even more attractive and our new 
star-rating system which will be 
introduced retrospectively will be of 
great interest to members. Laurie 
Lavis is running one of the most 
arduous sections in PSSA but because 
it provides a service for clubs who 
can't get live lectures it is one of 
the most important. Besides giving 
so much of his (and his family's) 
time he aiso made a profit for PSSA 
as you can see from the Annual 
Accounts. Barry Cross our erudite 
editor brings all of us great pleasure 
with his monthly (sometimes) Image II 
magazine. His copy is always 
enjoyable and his magazine of the 
highest quality. 


But space is running out and though 
there are many others who deserve 
mention like Louis Marais, Ben Mulder, 
Pam Smith, Reg Ansell etc etc, I shall 
have to call this vast array the 
unsung heroes of PSSA. 


We have had serious difficulties with 
the publishers of "Image" and after 

2 issues production was stopped. 

Once the business climate improves 
and advertising is freely available 
we shall re-open negotiations with 
new publishers. However, we have 
great news - every full member of 
PSSA will receive a free copy of 
"Photography & Travel" mailed direct 
to his home. Don't forget to pay 
your subscriptions; for those of you 
who have not paid by October will 

not get your "P & T". This means 
that we are acutally paying you to 
become full members of PSSA as each 
copy retails at 75 cents thus 
totalling R9 against membership 

fees of R6 per annum. 


Thanks to Nat Cowan the Carlton 
Centre Exhibition of Photography 
has been regularly serviced and the 
following clubs have exhibited their 
work: Southern Suburbs Camera Club, 
Pretoria Photographic Society, 
Springs Colour Slide Club and Port 
Elizabeth Camera Club. This has 
proved a very popular attraction 
both to photographers, local 
visitors and overseas tourists. 


The Fuji competition has at last come 
to an end, with AFO coming out as the 
winners. This should mean that 

they are the top club in South Africa. 
Springs have offered to organise the 
next competition. 


We hope to suggest a new structure 
for PSSA at this year's AGM. The 
present one is unworkable and with 
the best will in the world some 
Directors find that they serve no 
useful purpose due to the distance 
from other centres. If only we had 
sufficient funds to fly Directors to 
quarterly meetings ethe problem would 
be eliminated. However, we do feel 
slighted when Directors come to 
Johannesburg and don't even say 
"Hullo"? We would gladly call a 
meeting at a moments notice if they 
were interested enough. 


We are all looking forward to this 
year's Congress. Some hard work by 
Ben Mulder and his friends has 
produced a most interesting programme 
with local and overseas lecturers. 
Welkom is the venue - as if you didn't 
know and as I have stated previously 
“miss this one if you dare". 


There is always a touch of sadness 
when writing finis to anything and my 
years of office as Vice-President and 
President have been of immense 
pleasure to me; during this time I 
have seen PSSA change course and 
every year has been one of progress.

DIVISIONAL REPORTS 
1976/77 


CARLTON CENTRE PANORAMA 50 EXHIBIT 


Since my previous report on activities 
up to 31 March 1977, a measure of 
regularity has been established in the 
supply of material for the exhibit. 


The Pretoria slides and prints were 
followed by a collection from the 
Southern Suburbs Camera Club. When 
this exhibit was due to be returned 
no other club prints or slides were 
immediately available, and it was 
again neccessary to "fill-in" with 
slides from the 1977 West Rand Salon 
and prints, first from Mr Andrew 
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Thomas and then from Mr John Ker, 
both of Johannesburg. 


An exhibit from the Port Elizabeth 
Camera Club, the first of the 
“regular” bookings, was put up on 

11 August 1977. Subsequent exhibits 
have been booked to keep the display 
supplied until 16 February 1978, and 
correspondence has been received 
which indicates that there will be 
more waiting. 


Nevertheless, I feel that provision 
should be made for "fill-in" periods, 
particularly so far as transparencies 
are concerned, and to this end I 
recommend that Societies which 
organise exhibitions or salons be 
approached to make copies of the 
slides for our reserves. 


When I first undertook the Curator- 
ship of the exhibit, I encountered 
considerable opposition from colour 
transparency workers who maintained 
that the slides would fade or other- 
wise deteriorate as a result of 
their being constantly subjected to 
the heat of the lamp or the possi- 
bility of their becoming jammed in 
the projector mechanism. I am now 
happy to report that, although the 
porjector has been running for two 
hours every night for the past eight 


months, there has not been a single 
case of a transparency which has 
suffered any kind of damage. As an 


additional precaution, however, lamps 
of a lower wattage are being used, 
and this does not make any noticeable 
difference to the illumination. A 
side effect of this action is the 
somewhat lower cost of the lamps. 

The projector continues to function 
without the need for service other 
than lamp replacement. 


Finally, I should like to express my 
thanks to Southern Suburbs Camera Club 
member Mr Nic Wolmarans, of the 
Panorama 50 Wimpy Bar, who keeps an 
eye on the exhibit to notify me of 

any malfunction or lamp failure.

DIAPORAMA DIVISION 


Even though this division is the "baby" 
of our Society, I am proud to say that 
it is also the fastest growing division 
the Society has ever had. Not even a 
year old and the following has been 
achieved: 


1. The organisation of the first 
PSSA Annual Diaporama Competition, 
which is scheduled for Congress '77 
in Welkom. This is a club and 
(first time) Regional Competition 

to be judged by our visiting judges, 
Edwin Appleton FRPS (Britain) and 
Ray Beaumont-Craggs FRPS (France). 
Apart from the Leica Trophy and the 
Bermeister's trophy, there will be 
other awards, such as the PSSA Silver 
medals, Certificates of Merit, and 
the book "Slide-Tape and Dual Pro- 
jection" by Mr R Beaumont-Craggs. 


2. Uniform international rules for 
Diaporama entries were established 
and apart from being published in 
"Image",these were sent to Clubs who 
entered the annual Competition. 


3. "Republic Roundabout" was compiled 
by this Division and for the first 
time a copy made available to FIAP 
for international distribution. 


4. Regular Diaporama news in "Image". 
This is also being planned as a 
quarterly Divisional news bulletin, 
provided that members play the game 
and send in their views, news and 
information regarding construction 
of Diaporamas etc. Without enough 
material it will be a waste of money 
to publish it. 


5. Official cue-sheets have been 
compiled by this Division and we are 
urging Salon Directors, through the 
Salon Co-Ordinator, not to accept 
entries without a proper cue sheet. 
This makes it fair to the Salon and 
the projectionist who must project 
slides in the correct order. 


6. More and more Salons are catering 
for Diaporamas, and we must ensure 
uniformity in entries. 


7. If enough response is received 
after the next circular, a “Diaporama 
Week-End Congress" will be arranged 
for 1978. 


8. If only we had one interested 
member from each Region who would 
volunteer to be a "Regional Diaporama 
Manager", we would be able to do a lot 
more. But without help, one or two 
people cannot be expected to do every— 
thing. If you really are interested 
in this medium of photography, why 

not see what you can put into it, to 
get more out of it! 


Well, I'm afraid I will have to fade 
out now.

The teenage 
winner actually made the "Ten Best" 
as well! The film library benefit- 
ted as well, as the 16 mm films in 
the "Ten Best" were added to the 
library. These films were copied by 
an anonymous sponsor and was arranged 
by one of our members. I would like 
to thank him for his efforts and hope 
that it can be achieved again in the 
future. This certainly takes care 
of a major portion of our budget. 


While on the "SA Ten Best", I would 
like to thank H Platow & Co., tne 
distributors of CANON Cameras in SA 
most sincerely for what they have 
done in the past and are still doing 
for photography.

REGALIA DIVISION 


The following projects were investi- 
gated during the year: Transfers for 
car windscreens, PSSA ties, PSSA key 
rings, Tee shirts, Print cases, slide 
masks. All of these projects, with 
the exception of the tee shirts, have 
been postponed due to lack of capital. 


Two succesful projects were the Print 
cases and Slide boxes. Here the 
expenditure for stock was in most 
instances covered by immediate orders 
resulting in little or no demand on 
capital resources. 


When a study of existing Regalia 

stock is undertaken it will be 
appreciated that careful consideration 
must be given to each and every pro- 
ject before capital is laid out on 
stock which may remain unsold for a 
very considerable period before a 
return is realised. 


Another example which involved PSSA 
in no monetary outlay, but neverthe- 
less was not a real success, was the 
tee shirts. Many people indicated 
an interest in this venture, but in 
the eventual analysis this has resul- 
ted in a low rate of sales, less than 
three figures, and according to the 
last report, has scarcely covered 
expenses. 


Three projects have been brought up 
again - 


Car transfers, Blazer Cloth Badges 
and PSSA ties. However, as costs 
in all three projects have risen 
considerably further investigations 
are being undertaken. 


One really positive observation was 
that on the occasion of the Regalia 
Division being advertising in Image, 
sales increased. I would like to 
see this as a permanent feature in 
every issue.

TRANSPARENCY DIVISION 


I am happy to report that the 
transparency division is well on the 
way to becoming a strong part of 
PSSA and I feel this can still be 
improved if members made more use of 
the services offered by the Division. 


The Transparency Division during the 
last 12 months has done judging and 
grading of slides for 9 clubs, some 
of them being judged twice and three 
times. We have also done a lot of 
commentaries for individual members 
totalling about 13. Some of these 
have sent in up to 50 slides ata 
time and by so doing have saved a 
lot of time on the evening of their 
club judging by submitting slides 
that have a fair chance of success. 


We have tried as far as possible to 
supply a varied selection of judges. 
This has not always been easy but 
no club has had the same judges 
twice and we will try to continue 
this in the future. 


Unfortunately there have been times 
when postage has made it difficult 
to get slides back to clubs on time. 
We always ask that slides be sent 
to us at least 3 weeks before club 
judging evenings so that we can 
arrange judges. As you can well 
appreciate it is a pointless 
operation getting a couple of judges 
to come out for 15 or 20 slides so 
these have to be held over for a 
week or so until more slides are 
received for judging. 


I have not had a very good response 
to my appeal for people to judge 
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slides, and an even worse response 
from clubs using this service to 

let me know who they are so that I 
can get total numbers and also note 
who is judging their work. I would 
appeal to all country clubs to nofit: 
me who is judging their work. 


The response to my appeal for 
newsletters from clubs was most 
gratifying and I thank you all for 
this. 


I would in future like to produce our 
own magazine for the transparency 
division but at this stage with the 
support I am getting it will not be 
feasible or profitable in the sense 
that I will only be putting out about 
40 magazines at a time. In this 
magazine I will try to have articles 
by leading photographers on how to 
expose correctly, masking, composi- 
tion, mounting, colour dye retouching, 
etc.
